This  report  of  the  doings  of  the  Board  of  School  Visitors  and  the  Joint 
Board  of  Visitors  and  Selectmen  for  the  year  ending  July  14,  1902,  is  respect- 
fully submitted  to  the  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  held  June  17,  1902,  L.  C.  Spring 
was  chosen  Chairman  and  F.  J.  Jewett  Secretary  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
the  same  were  chosen  Acting  School  Visitors.  At  the  same  meeting  the  Joint 
Board  made  the  following  appropriations  to  the  several  districts,  subject  to 
change  after  the  October  town  meeting.

Of  the  number  enumerated,  208  have  attended  school  during  the  year 
ending  July  14,  1902;  45  have  not.  Of  these,  23  were  under  5  years  of  age, 
8  between  5  and  7  years  of  age,  5  between  7  and  14,  and  9  between  14 
and  16. 

The  parents  of  the  school  children  should  know  that  the  teachers  are 
required  to  forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board,  each  month  during 
the  sessions  of  the  schools,  a  transcript  of  the  school  registers.  This  shows  an 
exact  record  of  each  child's  attendance,  and  provides  the  State  agents  with 
the  information  they  require.

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ACTING  SCHOOL  VISITOR'S  REPORT. 


I  propose  to  discuss  the  strong  and  weak  points  of  the  schools  I  have 
had  the  pleasure  of  visiting,  officially  the  past  year,  hoping  it  will  result  in 
an  improved  condition. 

The  fact  of  the  school  in  the  first  district  being  divided  into  two  depart- 
ments gives  it  an  advantage  in  the  way  of  a  more  systematic  and  thorough 
instruction  than  most  of  our  schools  get.  This,  coupled  with  the  policy  pur- 
sued by  that  district,  retaining  the  same  efficient  teachers  for  a  series  of  years, 
tends  to  furnish  the  most  hopeful  outlook  for  the  future  of  the  young  people 
who  graduate  from  the  higher  department.  The  past  has  shown  that  they 
have  entered  (and  can  now)  enter  other  and  higher  schools  with  little  diffi- 
culty, and  hold  their  own  with  pupils  from  any  of  the  public  schools  of  the 
state. 

The  weak  point  of  this  school  is  its  irregular  attendance,  and  this  is  not 
chargable  to  the  teachers.  If  the  parents  could  appreciate  the  advantages 
the  town  generously  allows  them,  this  could  easily  be  a  model  school. 

It  is  difficult  to  name  any  very  strong  point  in  the  school  in  the  fourth 
district  the  past  year.  It  experienced  reverses  that  were  detrimental  to  its 
best  interests.  A  frequent  change  of  teachers  consequent  upon  sickness,  was 
no  benefit  to  the  school,  and  a  kind  of  insubordination  on  the  part  of  the 
scholars  crept  in  that  was  the  result  of  lax  discipline.  And  although  this  was 
remedied  somewhat  towards  the  close  of  the  year,  the  general  result  was  more 
of  a  retrograde  nature  than  progressive.  I  am  more  and  more  convinced  that 
there  can  be  no  such  thing  as  successful  school  work  without  good  discipline 
or  government.  System  and  industry  are  only  possible  under  these  conditions. 
I  refer  more  particularly  to  the  older  scholars.  The  little  children  did  well, 
and  if  this  school  had  been  purely  primary,  the  results  in  my  judgment  would 
have  been  very  different. 

Very  little  need  be  said  concerning  the  sixth  district  school.  The  strong 
point  of  this  school  was  its  good  government,  and  the  result  was  very  satisfac- 
tory. I  have  never  observed  a  closer  attention  to  the  studies,  a  more  prompt 
compliance  with  the  wishes  of  the  teacher,  better  manners  and  better  recita- 
tions in  this  school  than  in  the  past  two  years  under  the  same  teacher. 

The  school  in  the  eighth  district  has  been  exceptionally  good  the  last  year, 
a  continuation  of  the  year  before.  The  same  apparent  interest  on  the  part  of 
the  children  was  manifested  in  every  exercise  I  had  the  pleasure  of  listening 
to.  Many  features  were  introduced  that  drew  the  close  attention  of  the  pupils 
and  developed  their  intelligence  and  agility  of  mind  and  thought.  This  result 
was  largely  due  to  the  forethought  of  the  teacher  in  the  preparation  of  the 
work  to  be  done.  Respectfully  submitted,

I  have  had  six  schools  to  look  after  the  past  year :     Nos.  2,  3,  5,  9,  10,  11. 

Miss  Geneva  Beeman  taught  in  No.  2  through  the  year.  Miss  Grace 
Vining  of  Canton,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  Collin sville  High  School,  taught 
in  No.  3  the  entire  year.  Miss  Elsie  White  taught  in  No.  5  through  the  year, 
and  Miss  May  Twining  in  No.  10  the  entire  year.  I  connect  these  four  schools 
in  my  report  as  they  have  had  no  change  of  teachers  during  the  year,  and  as 
the  general  management  has  been  so  very  similar.  The  individual  scholarships 
in  3  and  5  are  not  equal  to  the  other  two  named,  but  the  attendance  has  in- 
creased, and  the  work  has  been  in  very  competant  hands.     These  small  schools 
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were  very  fortunate  in  obtaining  teachers  with  so  noticable  teaching  qualities. 
I  am  very  well  satisfied  with  the  work  in  the  four  above  named  schools. 

Miss  Grace  Hayes  taught  the  fall  term  in  Xo.  9,  and  Miss  Flora  Smith  of 
Simsbury,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  Hartford  High  School,  taught  the  winter 
and  spring  terms.  Two  boys  in  this  school,  taking  advantage  of  rather  an 
easy  discipline,  darkened  the  record  of  the  fall  and  winter  terms.  They  tried 
to  be  mischievous  and  disagreeable,  and  succeeded  for  a  time. 

The  spring  term  was  a  success  and  closed  the  year  very  satisfactorily. 

Miss  Mary  E.  Dyson,  of  New  Britain,  taught  the  fall  term  in  district  No. 
1 1,  giving  good  satisfaction.  All  connected  with  the  school  regretted  very  much 
that  she  would  not  return  for  the  winter  and  spring  terms.  Miss  Maria  Feley 
of  Hartland  was  hired  for  the  winter  and  spring  terms,  who  labored  under 
some  very  trying  conditions.  Yet  she  discharged  her  duties  very  faithfully  and 
accomplished  good  results. 

In  comparing  our  last  year's  school  work  with  previons  years,  I  am  fully 
certain  that  we  are  keeping  pace  with  this  lively  age.  Nearly  all  our  teachers 
seem  very  energetic  in  the  work,  driving  time  instead  of  trying  to  kill  time, 
using  all  available  means  to  advance  their  school  work ;  anxious  for  new  ideas; 
seeking  ideas  from  the  more  experienced  and  successful;  corresponding  with 
teachers  with  no  other  motive  in  view  than  to  gain  other  valuable  methods  and 
more  advanced  ideas.  Such  teachers  are  the  ones  who  meet  with  the  greatest 
results.  I  believe  that  continued  correspondence  of  this  kind  is  of  immense 
value  to  the  teacher  who  is  interviewed,  as  well  as  to  the  interviewer.  It  stirs 
up  a  greater  desire  to  reach  out  and  grasp  after  that  which  shall  help  her  to 
excel. 

One  day  is  donated  to  our  teachers  each  term  for  visiting  other  schools, 
the  selection  of  which  is  approved  byjthe  Acting  Visitor.  This  day,  taken  by 
the  class  of  teachers  of  which  I  have  referred,  is  of  great  advantage  to  the 
schools  which  they  represent. 

The  less  successful  T  fear  do  not  visit  for  the  purpose  of  getting  good  to 
impart  to  their  schools,  but  pass  the  day  too  often  as  a  day  of  recreation  or 
holiday.  No  teacher  should  take  this  visiting  day  unless  she  satisfies  the  Acting 
Visitor  that  she  takes  it  for  the  benefit  of  her  school.
